REPORT. 
Tats document, though eeemmglv a Re- 
port on one subyed only, the errtablitlt- 
menl of a Qenrral Cemetery, is In rtblit* 
a report on two others besides— the appro - 
pnatios of Use old Bunal Li round, and 
the moat eligible ute for a Town Hall. 
1 beae late quettuju* stand connected with 
the nain tcrpli, becauee lb* prtrpoaititsn of 
the Gorernrjseril it, thai on the opening of 
in* new Cemetery the remains of the 
bodres interred in the OM Burial (around, 
Qeorgw-atrwet, thall be removed thereto, 
and lie teller ground be then employed 
aa ihe ute of a Town Hall. 

Tht Committee object to tht proposed 
removal of the bodies, because such a 
course would bt repugnant lo the general 
. *u*r of lh« 



within the scope of our present article 
we shall therefore reserve them for future 
cootideration, and proceed to offer a few 
remarki on the General Cemetery qoei- 

Uon. 

The crowded stale of the burial grounds 
now in use— etpecially that of tbe Church 
of England — and the rapid increase of 
bonnet and population in their dote vici- 
nity, were doubtleu the cLrcumttancei 
which drew the attention of Govern- 
ment lo the expediency of providing with- 
out delay a new and a general cemetery. 
The object, therefore, wat good ; and the 
Kaecntive are entitled to the grateful res- 
lied of the inhabitants of Sydney and 
its niburbi for thit conuderate precau- 
tion. 

To the plan iketched out by the Go- 
vernment Bill, the Cflmnnitiee have two 
objections — at tu the propoted situation 
of the Cemetery, and x* to the mode of 
using it. The situation— a part of Grose 
Farm - is thought to be at too great a dis- 
tance from the city , particularly from tbe 
northern portions ; and alto to be ineli- 
gible from the quality of the toil, It it 
suggested by the Report, however, that 
at, from ihe great and growing extent uf 
Ihe city and it* outskirts', no one Cemetery 
would conveniently meet the wanli of 
the population, the more judicious course 
wunld be tu provide trrrral, in different 
localities. They recommend, s* one, that 
pan uf Of rote Farm which it bounded un 
all tidal by the old and new roadi leading 
lo Newtown, comprising about seventeen 
acres ; a* t second, a part uf the Sydney 
Common, about half- a -mile beyond the 
new Court House at Darlinghurat - and aa 
a third, Garden Island. We see nothing 
to ubject to in any of these tiles , whilst 
the proposal to have three burial grounds 
instead or one, appear* tu ut a very solid 
improvement on the tioveruroenl plan 

Tbe objection to the propoted 
mode of using the cemetery 
oamely, by all denomination! of religion
